and it is essential that the menders of 
K»th organization* should lie kept fully 
informed regarding the steje that have, 
and are t*ing taken towards bringing 
aliout amalgamation. 

The recent conference let ween the 
Amalgamation Committees of the two 
organizations was somewhat di*ap|mint¬ 
ing. as it was found impossible to arrive at 
an agreement which would go forward 
from the committee*, as a recommendation 
to the amalgamation con\ent»on. if held, 
as to whether the new organization should 
le provincial or national in character. 

The menders of the Amalgamation 
OoBMttM of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers Association were of the opinion 
that the resolution passed hy the last con¬ 
vention of the Fanner*' I’mon of Canada, 
laying down a tiasis for amalgamation, 
was practically conceding the provincial 
liasis of organization, as no mention was 
made in it of a national ha.-.- Outside of 
this one quewtion there dies not seem to 
le any peat difficulty in arnving at an 
understanding as to a constitution, but 
tie representative* of the Farmers In ion 
were in rather a difficult position in dis¬ 
cussing amalgamation with a provincial 
organization when thev have some mein- 
len* in Manitolia and Allerta. and of 
course it is the dears S CI (I A 

that when unit " 

wan. if at all pioaihle. the same result 
shall le brought alout in the other 
provinces as well. 

The mtmbtn of Um > »■«. \ Amalga¬ 


mation Committee could not see what 
gooil puns re w ould le served bv amalga- 
rnating the S G Cl A and the F I of C. 
on a national basis, as unity within 
S ricatrhewan an : be brought about, 
but the disunion in Allerta and Manitolia 
would le greatly accentuated, as it would 
involve an attempt to destroy the existing 
provincial organizations in these provinces, 
or replace* them with a different type of 
organization if a national organization is 
to le created. 

There was a very frank recognition of 
the difficulty confronting the Farmers 
Union representatives, but the opinion 

committee th.it some arrangement could 
le made with the existing provincial 
organizations in the other provinces that 
would le satisfactory to the menders of 
the Farmers' Tmon in Allerta and 
Manitoba. 

Pool Could Help Unified Body 

One very important reason given by 
our committee why it would be wise to 
amalgamate on a provincial basis and 
create a satisfactory co-ordinating agency 
m which the mender* of the different 
farm organizations would have member¬ 
ship, was that, if amalgamation took place 
on a provincial basis, the co-operation of 
the Wheat Pool could le secured in con¬ 
nect n n with collecting fees for the new 
organization upon the consent of the 
individual farmer, but that, if a national 
basis was agreed upon, as this would 
involve a conflict letwxen the amalga¬ 
mated organization and the I F A. and 
T F M . it was felt that it would le 
mijKisMble for the Wheat Pool to co- 
ojerate ami as.-:*t one farm organization 
which would le attempting to destroy 
oth« r provincial farm organizations which 
brought the W heat Pools in those 
provinces into teing 

W bile an ag cement »i- not arrived at. 
some progress was made, as provi-on was

If we approach this 
priTlem in the proper spirit, with a real 
do re to find a solution to the problem, 
undoubtedly that solution can be found.—

If the Poultry- Pool is to function next 
-prir.g. and it will, 7.500 contracts at 
lea-t will l»e required. That should be as 
easy as falling off a log. 

There are approximately 120.000 farm¬ 
er- in Saskatchewan. 7.500 is one- 
-ixteenth of that number, or six and a 
quarter per cent. It is certain that a far 
larger percentage than that of the farmers 
<f Saskatchewan keep poultry. For more 
than one out of 16 snould therefore be 
interested in the poultry pool. Are you? 

If you have been keeping poultry for 
1* :x. it i- time to switch things round, and 
make the poultry keep you. There's 
n >nev even in an egg. and plenty of it. 
The dealers know how to extract it, and 
there - no reason why the farmers should 
not learn. 

Fggs for which you get 20 cents to 23 
cent- per dozen locally, sell in the cities 
for from 40 to 43 cents per dozen. This 
I:.* in> that after paying all storage and 
**r harees. around 10 cents per dozen 
c *es into the dealers' coffers which might 
just as well go into your own, and it 
would if you pooled them. 

W ould pooled poultry pay? Figure 
out for yourself the profit you make by 
selling locally; add to that the ten cents 
per dozen the dealers are taking, and see 
if it would not pay to join the pool. 
Figure out again the amount of profit per 
sex re of hens, and see if it would not pay 
to increase your flocks. 

If co-operative marketing of wheat is 
c • 1. co-operative marketing of eggs and 
p lltry i- good; and if keeping a few hens 
- c ■ > i tlie keeping of a larger number is 
lletter still.

S.G.G.A. and Farmers’ Union 

After two days in conference anil 
careful consideration by the two special 
committees at Regina, it was found 
there was agreement on the main ques 
tion of the desirability for union of 
the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ As¬ 
sociation and the Farmers Union. 
Regard for the locals of the Farmers 
Union in Manitoba and Alberta led the 
delegates of that body to stand for a 
national organization. The question 
will be decided at the annual meetings 
-,t Saskatoon, January 26-29, when it is 
understood both will meet separately. 
The following resolution was passed by 
the Regina conference: 

“Whereas, the committee appointed 
to consider the amalgamation of the 
‘Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion and the Farmers’ Union of Canada 
have met in several sessions, it is the 
unanimous opinion of both committees 
that unity is desirable in the interests 
of the farmers, 

“And, whereas, during the discussions 
of the committees they have found 
themselves unable to agree on the 
question of provincial or national scope 
for the organiation; 

“They, therefore, recommend calling 
a convention of each organization, these 
conventions to decide whether they will 
assemble in joint convention to con¬ 
summate amalgamation and decide 011 
the basic principles that shall govern 
the new organization.” 

Parliament Meets January 7 

The prime minister has announced 
that the parliament of Canada will be 
summoned to meet January 7, 1926. 
The report of the chief electoral officer 
that the writs for North Bruce; Fence 
River and the Yukon are not yet re¬ 
ceived, and the dates of arrival prob¬ 
lematical, and that the prospect for a 
contest in the vacant seat, Bagot, in 
Quebec, has led the ministry to decide 
to take the safe course and set the date 
for January 7. In the meantime the 
government of Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King 
will carry on. It is considered barel\ 
possible the government might be chal¬ 
lenged right at the start on the election 
of a speaker on January 7, and not be 
permitted to go on with the debate 
on the address. 


Our Cover 

This week’s cover was photographed 
on the farm of Harris, McLean and 
Speirs, at Teulon, Manitoba. On this 
farm the owners have erected a feed¬ 
ing plant that accommodates 1,600 
cattle. They also run about 1,000 
sheep, and feed a considerable number 
of hogs in the steer lots. The plant is 
now in its third year of operation, and 
is run to full capacity. The roughage 
tor these steers is bought from local 
farmers who haul it to the plant. As 
«‘i general rule, this plant uses chopped 
screenings exclusively for its grain 
ration, but this year it is impossible to 
obtain rccleaned screenings, as the 
total output at the head of the lakes 
has been contracted for American 
stock feeders. This gives rise to the 
remarkable situation in which, says 
Mr. Speirs, they are importing Ameri 
can corn to feed their stock, while 
Canadian fanners are receiving $4.00 
per ton for screenings, paying freight 
0,1 them to Fort William, which, after 
cleaning, go to American farmers at 
'*-0 per ton. The feeding plant at 
feulon, uses about five car loads of 
K'ain or screenings a week. 


Manning Doherty Resigns 

Manning Doherty, M.L.A. for Fast 
Kent, Out., former minister of agricul 
tore in the Drury government, has 
resigned his seat in the legislative 
assembly of that province. Hi* said in 
part:

I was in tail accord with their determi¬ 
nation to force the governments of this 
country to recognize tin* vast import 
mice to the welfare of ('amnia of 
developing in an aggressive, business 
like way our agricultural possibilities. 
I am without a single regret for the 
part 1 have taken in the political nctivi 
ties of the organized farmers of this 
province. The importance of our agri¬ 
cultural problems is in the minds of 
our public men of today as never before 


in the history of ('nnndn. As a part\ 
"e have accomplished the main purpose 
ot our coming into existence. 

At ter much thought ami a careful 
survey ot the present situation, 1 have 
come to tho conclusion that the imme 
diate problems of agriculture are 
economic rather than political. I would 
not, however, hesitate a moment to 
again join in a farmers’ political move 
nient should our government fail to 
give a sympathetic support to the 
tanners demand for the economic 
marketing of their products. 

‘‘lit. lion. Mr. Mcighcu has stated 
that il It is party comes into poum he 
w II set up a tariff board which will, 
after thorough investigation, make 
reeommemlat ions to tho government ns 
to tariff adjustments. I have always 
been in support of such policy, lie 


has further stated that if his party 
comes into power In' will immediately 
give every legitimate aid and assist 
mice toward the establishment in Can¬ 
ada ot a national co-operative system 
ot marketing our farm products, both 
at home ami abroad. 

“As the main purpose of my entry 
into public life was to bring about the 
accept mice of such a system, 1 feci 
bound to give my support to the politi¬ 
cal part\ which lias announced its in 
tention of putting it into effect.”

T O get legal opinion upon the 
status of the farmer under the 
1912 Grain Act, and the amend¬ 
ment in 1925, the United Grain 
Growers Limited put scientific 
questions before H. J. Symington, K.C. 
His reply was read to the annual meet¬ 
ing of the company. It was as 
follows: 

November 19, 1925. 
United Grain Growers Limited, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Dear Sirs: 

You have submitted for my opinion, 
the following question: 

“Did a farmer have the right as a 
matter of law under the Grain Act of 
1912 and amendments thereto, to deter¬ 
mine the terminal elevator in whieh his 
grain should be unloaded?” 

The question, I take it, does not 
refer to grain whieh the farmer himself 
ships over the platform, or grain of 
whieh he takes redeliverv at the 
interior elevator. 

My answer is—No. 

The governing section under the 
Grain Act of 1912 and amending acts, 
was section 159, as follows: 

“The person operating any country 
elevator shall, upon request of any 
person delivering grain for storage, or 
shipment, deliver to such person a 
warehouse receipt or receipts, dated 
the day the grain was received and 
specifying: 

“(a) The gross and net weight of 
such grain; 

*‘(b) The Dockage for dirt or other 

cause; 

“(c) The grade of such grain when 
graded conformably to tlie grade fixed 
bv law and in force at terminal points; 
and 

“(d) That the grain mentioned in 
such receipt has been received into 
store.’’ 

Deliverable to Order 

“2. Such receipt shall also state upon 
its face that the grain mentioned there¬ 
in has been received into store, and 
that upon the return of such receipt, 
and upon payment or tender of pay¬ 
ment of all lawful charges for receiv¬ 
ing, storing, insuring, delivering or 
otherwise handling such grain, which 
may accrue up to the time of the return 
of the receipt, the grain is deliverable 
to the person on whose account it has 
been taken into store, or to his order, 
from the country elevator where it was 
received for storage, or, if either party 
so desires, in quantities not less than 
car-load lots, on track at any terminal 
elevator in the western inspection divi¬ 
sion. on the line of railway upon which 
the receiving country elevator is situate, 
or any line connecting therewith, so 
soon as the transportation company 
delivers the same at such terminal, ami 
the certificate of grade and weight is 
returned.” 

“3. In the ease of a country elevator 
on the line of railway formerly known 
as the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
Railway, or on any line of railway 
operated therewith, or the Great North¬ 
ern Railway, if either party desires 
such grain to be shipped to a terminal 
point, it may be delivered on track at 
the proper terminal elevator, at or 
adjacent to Duluth.” 

“4. Nothing herein shall prevent the 
owner of such grain from, at any time 
before it is shipped to terminals, 
requiring it to be shipped to any 
other terminal than as hereinbefore 
provided.” 

Provided Maximum Use 

The elevator company became cus¬ 
todian or warehouseman of the grain 
for the owner, deliverable to him in the 
ordinary way at the country elevator, 
upon payment of all proper charges. It 
was perfectly clear that bins could not 
be kept for each wagon load of grain 
for which a ticket was issued. It also 
was clear that if the grain was to be 
moved, the country elevators had to be 
cleared. The framers of the act there- 
tore pro\ided machinery for a maximum 
use of the facilities, and also provided 


nevf amendment 

machinery for the owner to get his 
grain in its most favorable position, 
namely, in store at a terminal point. It 
therefore gave the elevator company 
the right to forward the grain to any 
elevator at a terminal point, but ex 
tended the responsibility of the ware¬ 
houseman to guarantee the grade and 
weight of the grain at the terminal 
point, just as if it had been redelivered 
at the country elevator. The owner 
therefore got his grain in a more 
favorable position with guaranteed 
weight and grade, instead of having it 
redelivered to him at the country point 
and himself taking the risk of the 
transportation to the terminal point. 

The Owner’s Rights 

Under the legislation the owner had 
the following rights: 

1. He could tender his tickets, pay 
the lawful charges to the elevator for 
handling his grain; place his car; 
receive his documents and send the 
grain where he liked. If he did so, he 
carried the risk involved as to grade 
and weight, himself. 

2. He could have his grain delivered 
at* a terminal point, and the elevator 
company guaranteed to him the weights 
and grades on his storage ticket issued 
when he put the grain into the eountrv 
elevator. 

3. He could select the terminal point 
to which his grain was to go, provided 
he named the point prior to its having 
been shipped by the elevator company. 

4. He could not select the terminal 
elevator, the obligation of the ware¬ 
houseman being simply to deliver it at 
a terminal elevator. 

The act was quite clear on this point, 
the option on the part of the farmer 
being only as to the terminal point (if 
nominated before shipment) or at the 
interior point, and not as to any 
particular terminal elevator at a ter¬ 
minal point. The distinction between a 
terminal point and a terminal elevator 
s preserved throughout the act. 

Have Lost No Rights 

You also submitted for my opinion, 
the following further question: 

“Have any rights been taken from 
farmers under the new Grain Act that 
they enjoyed under the old act, in the 
matter of determining the destination 
of their grain?” 

My answer is—No. 

The difference on this point under 
the new act is that it is now made clear 
that where grain of a farmer is for 
warded to a terminal elevator by the 
elevator company, it must be delivered 
to a public terminal elevator instead of 
to any terminal elevator, unless the 
owner consents to its being delivered 
to a private terminal elevator. In other 
words, an extra right has been given 
to the farmers, or at least, an ambiguity 
under the old act has been made clear 
in requiring the consent of the farmer 
before delivery to a private terminal 
elevator.

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Deadlock in Saskatchewan 

For more than a year past active negotia¬ 
tions have been in progress looking to the 
amalgamation of the Saskatchewan drain 
Growers’ Association and the Farmers’ 
Union of Canada, which has some local 
lodges in Manitoba and Alberta, but has 
its head office and chief membership in Sas¬ 
katchewan. Not only have the chief officers 
of both organizations repeatedly expressed 
their desire for amalgamation, hut large 
numbers of the membership through resolu¬ 
tions have declared for a similar course. 

There have been many stumbling blocks 
encountered in the course of the negotia¬ 
tions, but one by one they have been re¬ 
moved until they have simmered down to 
two. One of these was the objection on the 
part of leaders of the Farmers’ Union to 
the Council of Agriculture, as at present 
constituted, as the co-ordinating agency of 
the provincial farmers’ organizations. The 
other was the difficulty of amalgamating 
the Farmers’ Union, which is organized on 
a national basis, though confined to three 
provinces, with the Grain Growers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, which is purely provincial in its 
scope. Apparently the later has proved an 
insurmountable obstacle. At the last meet¬ 
ing held in Regina, on December 2, repre¬ 
sentatives of the two organizations failed 
to arrive at a satisfactory basis for amalga¬ 
mation, and adopted the following resolu¬ 
tion to be presented to both bodies: 

Whereas, the committee appointed to con¬ 
sider the amalgamation of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers’ Association and the Farm¬ 
ers’ Union of Canada, have met in several 
sessions, it is the unanimous opinion of both 
committees that unity is desirable in the 
interest of the farmers, 

And, whereas, during the discussions of 
the committees they have found themselves 
unable to agree on the question of provincial 
or national scope for the organization; 

They, therefore, recommend calling a con¬ 
vention of each organization, those conven¬ 
tions to decide whether they will assemble 
in joint convention to consummate amalga¬ 
mation and decide on the basic principles 
that shall govern the new organization. 

The regular annual convention of the 
Grain Growers’ Association is to be held in 
Saskatoon, during the last week of January, 
and it is announced that there will prob¬ 
ably he a Farmers’ Union convention called 
for the same time and place, where it will 
be possible to hold a joint convention if it 
is found to be agreeable. 

Judging by correspondence, resolutions 
and reports, the farmers of Saskatchewan, 
generally, realize the weakness of having 
two competing organizations with the same 
objective, and are anxious that they should 
he brought together. For some time there 
was evidence of a bitter feeling between the 
two organizations, but more recently there 
has been a much more pleasant atmosphere, 
and the general expectation seemed to be 
that amalgamation was near. The deadlock 
will be disappointing. There seems no 
ground for hope that amalgamation can he 
brought about on other than a provincial 
basis. Canadian farmers have had ex¬ 
perience with organizations established 
upon a national basis with one central 
headquarters as well as with organizations 
upon a purely provincial basis. The pro¬ 
vincial organizations co-ordinated through a 
central committee or conference, have 
proven far more permanent and much more 
effective. Canada is permanently divided 
into provinces with a clear-cut distinction 
between provincial and federal issues. So 
many of the farmers’ problems are purely 
provincial in their nature that they can 
only be effectively handled through a pro¬ 


vincial organization. The federal problems 
are best handled through a central co¬ 
ordinating committee representative of the 
various organizations. 

Mr. Meighen's New Policy 

Hon. Arthur Meighen went right into 
Quebec in the Bagot by-election, to help 
Hon. Andre Fauteaux in his effort to win 
the seat for the Conservatives. It was plain¬ 
ly an etlort to break the hold which the 
Progressives now have on the balance of 
power in the House of Commons. The issue 
was stated bv Mr. Meighen to be: 

ltiis is a .crucial test. If Mr. Fautoux is 
elected here, the government is beaten. It 
means beyond question the destruction of this 
administration. It would mean beyond ques¬ 
tion that Quebec’s mind is on the real issue 
and has the same opinion as the other indus 
trial parts of Canada. Mr. Fautoux’s election 
would mean that Bagot has spoken to the rest 
of Canada that it stands for the National 
Policy. If you vote the other wav, all vou 
do is to prolong this coalition between the 
Liberals from here and the Progressives of 
the West. 

It is proposed that Ragot will endorse the 
high tariff national policy in return for a 
war policy which is agreeable to Quebec. 
This is the logical sequence of the stand 
recently taken by Mr. Meighen. In his re¬ 
cent Hamilton speech, Mr. Meighen said in 
part: 

I do not anticipate that we of this genera 
tion will ever be called upon to take part in 
war again, but if ever the time should come 
when the spectre of 1!H I should again appear, 
I believe it would be best, not only that 
parliament should be called, but that the 
decision of the government should be sub¬ 
mitted to the judgment of the people at a 
general election before troops should leave 
our shores. Canada wants peace, the whole 
Umpire wants peace, and our policy will be 
directed to that goal. Never at any time 
have 1 spoken words conflicting with the 
sentiments uttered tonight. 

This position has been rejected by the 
nine Toronto Conservative members and the 
Toronto Telegram, hut accepted by the Mail 
and Empire and tin* bulk of the Conserva¬ 
tive party. Whether this declaration was 
inspired by conviction or is the strategy of 
expediency, it represents an .advance in 
political thought and unity for the country. 
Relations of Canada with Great Britain will 
cease to be a football in political athletics, 
now that national autonomy is a basic 
principle with all parties in parliament. The 
present attitude of the Conservative leader 
signifies progress since the “Ready, aye, 
ready, we stand by you” speech in Toronto, 
September 23, 1022. Mr. Meighen now 

wisely considers discretion the better part 
of valor in the effort to break the political 
deadlock. 

The U.F.A. Position 

Robert Gardiner, M.P. for Acadia, has 
issued a denial of the daily newspaper re¬ 
port that the federal U.F.A. members had 
arrived at an agreement as to the terms 
upon which they would support the King 
government, and that Ik* had been delegated 
to lay the matter before Mr. King. It is 
merely another case among hundreds in 
which the daily press has disseminated mis¬ 
information regarding the activities of the 
organized farmers. In his statement of 
denial Mr. Gardiner also makes the follow¬ 
ing important declaration: 

Tlie U.F.A. is a distinct parliamentary 
unit, and is not a part of any political party. 
It is not under any obligation to give sup¬ 
port to the Liberals, Conservatives, Progress¬ 
ives or any other party or group. It stands 
prepared to co-operatc with any or all of 
these groups in the interests of good legis 
lation. 

Mr. Gardiner’s statement means that what 


h:is been known ;ts the Progressive group 
"ill not he a unit in tbe new parliament 
It is difficult to see how they can accomplish 
very much for the welfare of the western 
tanners upon any other basis in the present 
situat ion. 

I he Maritime Situation 

Delegates trom the maritime provinces 
attending the* Hoards of Trade conference 
.at Winnipeg, last month, presented at eon 
siderable length tin* ease for better treat 
ment of the maritime provinces in 
( ontederation, and tbe conference uuanirn 
ously asked the Dominion government to 
take what steps might be necessary under 
the circumstances to remedy the economic 
disabilities of that part of Canada. In look 
ing over the ease presented by tin* maritime 
delegates we cannot think that it was by 
any means a complete one. 

Tbe maritime people have suffered 
severely by the loss ot trade, loss of husi 
ness institutions, and loss of population, 
since they went into (’onfederat ion, and are 
deserving of having their situation carefully 
considered by tin* Dominion government. 
At tin* same time, the tael must not he over 
looked that it has boon the maritime poli 
tieians at Ottawa, who have assisted in 
putting through the legislation which has 
prejudicially affected the maritime people. 
Much the same situation prevailed in regard 
to the prairie provinces until the people 
themselves rose in revolt and went to 
Ottawa over the heads ol the politicians. 
I he maritime delegates at Winnipeg prac 
tieally based their ease upon better trails 
portation facilities, ami insisted that 
western wheat in winter should go out bv 
maritime ports. There is nothing senti¬ 
mental about the flow of grain. It will gn 
by the cheapest route, and if it can be put 
out through maritime ports as cheaply as 
through other ports, no people will welcome 
it more than the western grain growers. If 
was rather curious that in the presentation 
ol the maritime case practically no mention 
was made of the chief maritime problem, 
namely, the lack of markets for maritime 
products, natural and manufactured. While 
better transportation facilities will no 
doubtedly help the marithues, it will be an 
insignificant factor in providing better mar 
kefs for Nova Scotia apples. New Bruns¬ 
wick potatoes and Prince Edward Island 
farm products. The maritime provinces are 
lying right alongside the world's greatest 
consuming market, with cheap wafer trans 
portation thereto, yet they are shut out of 
such markets by hostile tariffs which mari¬ 
time politicians, in a large measure, helped 
to build. The people of the maritime prov¬ 
inces disposed of their natural birthright 
when they entered Confederation and al¬ 
lowed their politicians to assist those of 
Quebec and Ontario in building trade bar 
riers between the United States and Canada, 
and there can never be any satisfactory 
solution of the maritime problem so long 
as that factor is ignored. 

Practically every rural county in the 
maritime provinces has been losing popula¬ 
tion for the last 20 years, because agricul¬ 
ture is suffering due largely to a lack of 
markets. A good many maritime public 
men (and some of them were present at the 
Winnipeg conference), have, in the past, 
denounced the western grain growers for 
demanding better trade relations with the 
United States. They are bound to discover, 
however, when they face the facts, that 
their own problem requires largely the same 
solution. Contrary to their own policy in 
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the past, they will not find the prairie 
farmers critical of their reasonable de¬ 
mands, but will meet with a spirit of co¬ 
operation in the solution of tIn*ir problem. 


The Council of Agriculture 

As a co-ordinating agency representative 
of farmers’ organizations from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Atlantic, the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture has rendered most 
valuable service to the farmers of the 
Dominion. It is, in fact, the only organiza¬ 
tion representative of general agricultural 
opinion throughout Canada. Yet the conn 
eil is far from being a perfect organization, 
partially on account of the weakness of 
farmers’ organizations in (Quebec and the 
maritime provinces, ami the financial weak¬ 
ness of the farmers’ educational associations 
generally. 

The chief criticism levelled against the 
council is that it has in membership along 
with the educational associations the two 
big farmers’ companies, Cnited Grain Grow¬ 
ers Limited and the Saskatchewan Co¬ 
operative Klevator Company, whose mem¬ 
bership fees constitute tin* larger portion of 
the council’s revenue. The charge made is 
that the representatives of these companies 
dominate the council on the basis that “he 
who pays the piper calls the tune.’’ These 
criticisms are sometimes made by well-mean¬ 
ing people who are lacking in information. 
Some of the criticism, however, has been 
animated by ulterior motives, and has been 
purely destructive in its nature. 

The Council of Agriculture is in reality 
a conference composed chiefly of the execu¬ 
tives of the provincial farmers’ organiza¬ 
tions and the two companies, and no 
decision is reached unless the council is 
unanimous. The representatives of the 
farmers’ companies have never attempted 
to dominate tin' council, and would find it 
impossible should they wish to do so. This 
fact will be verified by any man or woman 


who has attended sessions ot the ( ouncil 
of Agriculture at any time during its 16 
years of existence. The farmers’ companies 
came into membership on the council be¬ 
cause they were invited in by the educa¬ 
tional associations who recognized the 
importance of having in the council the valu¬ 
able experience and advice of the leaders 
of the companies. The companies also 
realized that they would be assisting in the 
welfare of the farmers by whom they were 
established, by aiding to finance the work 
of tin* council, and their action has been 
approved of by the shareholders of both 
companies. 

(Yitics of the council should bring for¬ 
ward constructive suggestions for its im¬ 
provement either in its personnel or its 
method of financing, otherwise criticism is 
of little use, and merely undermines the 
confidence of farmers in their federal or¬ 
ganization without offering anything 
better. It would undoubtedly be advantage¬ 
ous to have the three provincial pools in 
membership in the council, and also repre¬ 
sentatives from all farmer-owned journals 
that are affiliated with the organized farm¬ 
ers’ movement. It is quite conceivable also 
that eastern and western sections of the 
council, with provision for joint action, 
might be more effective, but attempts to 
develop organization in that direction have 
not yet proved feasible. Those who attempt 
to tear down the organizations at present 
doing good work for the farmers generally, 
without proposing something better to take 
their place, are not aiding the cause of 
agriculture. 


Ireland Has Peace 

There will be world-wide satisfaction 
over the announcement that the boundary 
question between Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Dree State has been settled to the sat¬ 
isfaction of both parties. For 18 months 
past the situation has been full of high ex¬ 


plosives with the possibility that British 
armies might be called upon to maintain 
peace in the Lmerald Tsle. In the con¬ 
clusion arrived at last week, Britain made 
concessions to both Irish governments. The 
boundary lint* is to remain unchanged and 
Irish troubles seem near at an end. The 
Irish Free State lias now but to settle its 
internal differences and march forward to 
tin* splendid economic future warranted by 
its natural resources and the extraordinary 
abilitv of its people. Ireland has made great 
contributions to the progress of ci\ilization 
for more than 1.000 years, though for many 
generations past it lias been torn with strife. 
With Irish energy devoted to the processes 
of peace its world contributions in the 
future must be ot the greatest value. 


The great million-dollar castle, built some 
years ago in Toronto, by Sir Henry Pellett, 
stock broker and speculator, to gratify his 
personal vanity, it is reported is now to be 
converted into an apartment house de luxe. 
There is no report as to the disposition of 
the marble-finished stables w T hich this vain 
millionaire built for the luxurious enter¬ 
tainment of his horses. Perhaps the stables 
are to be converted into an annex for the 
accommodation of star boarders. 


Now that Mars, the god of war, is tem¬ 
porarily out of a job, he may do like some 
other resourceful ones among the unem¬ 
ployed, and lay out plans to create new’ 
jobs. 


The German Reichstag ratified the Lo¬ 
carno Pact, and Germany’s greatest soldier, 
President Paul Von Hindenburg, has signi¬ 
fied his approval of the instrument of 
peace. Thus the world moves forward and 
justifies the faith of the optimist and the 
man who believes there is a benevolent soul 
in the irresistible tide of events.

T HE configuration of the fifteenth 
parliament of Canada shortly to 
assemble will be vastly different 
from that of the fourteenth par¬ 
liament which was prorogued on 
June 27 last, and later dissolved. The 
Liberal party will again occupy the 
benches to the right of Mr. Speaker, 
allotted bv tradition to those in power. 
But for a brief period, at least, lit. 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, the leader 
of the party will be unable to attend, 
and his place will, it 
is said, be temporarily 
occupied by lion. 

Earnest Lapointe, 
minister of justice. 

In addition to the 
absence of Mr. King, 
there will be various 
gaps in the treasury 
benches, occasioned 
by the personal de¬ 
feat of such ministers 
as Hon. George P. 

Graham, minister of 
railways, not only in 
the King but in the 
Laurier government, 
a runner-up for the 
position of Liberal 
leader at the national 
convention, of 1919, 
and probably the 
ablest and most loyal 
lieutenant of Pre¬ 
mier King during his 
four years of office; 
lion. James Murdock, 
minister of labor; 

Hon. Thomas Low, minister of trade 
and commerce; lion. G. N. Gordon, 
newly appointed minister of immigra¬ 
tion and formerly deputy speaker of 
the House; and Hon. James Sinclair, 
minister without portfolio during the 
space of the last parliament. 

Gaps in the treasury benches have 
also been occasioned by the translation 
to the Senate of two ministers, in the 
persons of Hon. Charles Murphy, post¬ 
master-general, and of Hon. Dr. Belaud, 
minister of soldier civil re-establish¬ 
ment, both of whom, however, tempor¬ 
arily at least, will administer their 
departments from the Upper Chamber. 
Hon Jacques Bureau, former minister 
of customs and inland revenue, has 
also found sanctuary in the Senate, but 
his place has been taken by a younger 
man in the person of lion. George 
Boivin, former deputy speaker of the 
House, and at the recent election 
victorious candidate in Shefford. 

The Mercurial Maritimers

There is no particular reason why the 
maritimers should vote for higher 
taritls; what they are suffering from to 
day is lack of markets.

heavily toward the 
defeat of reciprocity, 
Hon. W. S. Fielding 
himself the chief ne¬ 
gotiator of the pact 
being among the 
Liberal casualties. 

“Maritime rights” 
was the battle cry of 
the Tories down 
there. What the 
phrase means is not 
intelligible, partieu 
larly with respect to 
the tariff. Maritimers 
would not admit that 
it means more pat¬ 
ronage or a larger 
share of the “pork 
barrel.” If they did 
then they would be 
forced to admit also 
that at the recent 
election they bet on the wrong horse, 
for the government they failed to sup¬ 
port is still in power and it is a fairly 
good guess that the estimates now 
being prepared for the coming fiscal 
year will contain but meagre appropria¬ 
tions for lighthouses, wharves, docks 
or other works of the kind in Nova 
Scotia or New Brunswick. 

Poor Reward for Merit 

As an indication of the pranks played 
by the electorate in the maritimes, it is 
only necessary to state that among the 
defeated Liberal candidates were such 
men as llance Logan, of Cumberland, 
who had been perhaps more than any¬ 
one else responsible for the negotiation 
of a treaty with the West Indies cal 
ciliated to benefit the maritimes particu¬ 
larly; Dr. Chisholm, of Inverness, a 
family physician of the old school, 
whom neither wind nor weather ever 
deviated from his duty, and who was 
beloved by all for his integrity in the 
Commons; George W. Kyte, of South 
Cape Breton and Richmond, chief 
Liberal whip for the past four difficult 
vears, never oner accused of breach of 
faith during that period, and whose 
position nobody but a brave man will 
aspire to in the next parliament; Hon. 
John Sinclair, minister without port¬ 
folio, an earnest and honest legislator 
from Prince Edward Island; Lovatt and 
Robinson, from minor counties; lion. 
Robert Finn, of Halifax, and Hon. 
Walter Foster, ex premier of New 
Brunswick, minister without portfolio, 
and Liberal candidate in St. John.

Saunders by cross¬ 
ing a variety called Gehun, brought from 
the Himalayas at an elevation of about 
11,000 fert % with a variety known as 
Onega obtained near Archangel, one of 
the most northerly wheat growing areas 
in Russia. Riga matures early and is 
reasonably productive. The reports on 
the milling quality of this variety, 
made shortly after its appearance, in¬ 
dicate that it was considered to be 
nearly the equal of Red Fife. It yielded 
less than Red Fife however, and ns a 
result never became very prominent.

Pedigree of Garnet Wheat 

Preston was grown fairly widely 
throughout Western Canada at one time, 
and even today is produced to a con¬ 
siderable extent in such districts as that 
in which Rost hern is the centre. It has 
survived in these districts chiefly be¬ 
cause of its ability to thrive relatively 
well during dry seasons as well as to 
mature reasonably early. Unfortunately 
the flour produced from this variety is 
lacking in quality, as a result of which 
its production has not been encouraged. 

Garnet, on the basis of tests made 
thus far, seems to combine the good 
milling qualities of the Riga parent 
with the good yield and ability to thrive 
under dry conditions which character¬ 
izes the Preston parent. 

riant Characteristics 

Garnet is a beardless variety, possess¬ 
ing a white chatT and hard, red kernels 
of medium si/e. Under very dry con¬ 
ditions it seems to be able to produce 
a greater length of straw than do such 
varieties ns Marquis, whereas under con¬ 
ditions where moisture is superabundant 
the growth seems less liable to be rank. 
Tl.e straw does not seem to possess 
quite the strength of Marquis, although 


it is regarded as a fairly strong strawed 
sort. 

Yield 

Garnet has been tested in an experi¬ 
mental way both at Ottawa and on our 
branch farms throughout Western Can¬ 
ada for several years. At Ottawa it 
stnnds second on the list in yield, while 
nt the branch farms it has also given 
an excellent account of itself. At the 
Experimental Farm at Brandon, during 
the past five years (1919 to 1924) 
Marquis, which has been at the head 
of the list, has outyielded Garnet by less 
than one bushel per acre. 

At Indian Head it is only about two 
bushels behind Marquis, whereas at 
Rost hern, which is in the sort of country 
for which Garnet may be most valuable, 
this variety has headed the list on the 
average of the past five years, excelling 
even Marquis, the next highest yielding 
wheat, by almost a bushel. At the farm 
at Lacombe, Garnet and Kitchener have 
tied for first place on the average of 
the years 1920 to 1923. 

While these differences in yields may 
not be significant statistically, yet the 
yields as given indicate that Garnet 
may be regarded ns a good yielding 
variety. 

Dates of Ripening 

A comparison in the dates of ripening 
of Garnet and Marquis at the above 
stations is particularly interesting. 
Thus we find at the Experimental Farm 
nt Brandon, that Garnet matures be¬ 
tween seven and eight days earlier 
than Marquis, at Indian Head, it 
matures a little more than eight days 
earlier, while at Rosthern and Scott, 
Garnet has 10 days the advantage of 
Marquis. At Lacombe, Alberta, this 
variety matures on the average from 
eight to nine days ahead of Marquis. 
The well known variety Ruby matures 
about one day later than Garnet at 
most places on the average. 

Quality of Flour 

In quality for bread making Garnet 
appears to rank among the good 
varieties. In “strength” of flour it 
has proven excellent in all tests con¬ 
ducted thus far. The color of the flour, 
however, is not quite so white as is 
that produced from Marquis, although 
it is not anticipated at present that the 
difference in this respect will be of any 
particular consequence. Milling and 
baking tests were made last year from 


A word of warning is always in order when introducing a variety of 
grain that has boen approved by Ottawa. Enthusiasts are always ready 
to exaggerate the qualities of new agricultural creations. Reporters 
have already heralded Garnet as a rust-proof wheat, which is distinctly 
incorrect. Garnet may fill a gTeat need in some localities, but it is not 
going to revolutionize the wheat-growing industry. In the following 
article, Mr. Newman has kept close to the narrow road between enthusi¬ 
asm and severe scientific conservatism. 


Garnet grown on all our western branch 
farms, and, while one cannot safely 
draw conclusions from one year’s tests, 
yet the uniformly good “strength" of 
flour obtained from all the stations, 
widely scattered ns they are. is a pretty 
fair indication of the merits of the 
variety in respect of quality. 

This winter these tests are not only 
being repeated here but arrangements 
are also being concluded to make a 
comparison between the flour of Garnet 
and of Marquis on a larger scale than 
our small experimental mill permits. 
Plans are being made to miii about 100 


tions so far that Garnet, like the old 
Red Fife, is capable of producing a 
rather better quality of grain than is 
Marquis where the soil moisture is 
somewhat excessive. This statement, 
however, must be subject to revision 
later, as observations are not vet suffi¬ 
ciently numerous to make any definite 
claims in this respect. 

Amount Available 

In order that there might be avail¬ 
able a substantial quantity of this new 
wheat, should the time arrive when its 
merits should seem to justify its dis-

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bushels of each of these varieties, and 
to have the flour baked. When this 
winter’s tests are assembled the added 
data should warrant a fairly safe 
opinion as to the real place of Garnet 
as a milling wheat. 

Attitude Toward Rust 

The above variety unfortunately 
seems quite susceptible to stem rust, 
although no more so, I think, than is 
Ruby. If Garnet should prove of any 
particular value in combatting the rust 
menace it would be by escaping an 
epidemic of this disease that might come 
rather late in the season. Something 
better, however, than an early maturing 
sort will be necessary before the spectre 
of rust will be a thing of the past. 

Local Variety Trials 

When the merits of Garnet became 
suspected, a system of local variety 
trials was introduced in order to obtain 
as quickly as possible all the informa¬ 
tion we could regarding this variety 
when grown under widely different con¬ 
ditions. In 1924 it was grown on 28 
farms in addition to our regular experi¬ 
mental farms in the three prairie 
provinces. There it was tested in 
comparison with five or six other sorts, 
including Marquis. These tests extended 
from Miami, in southern Manitoba to 
the Dauphin district further north, and 
still further north into the Rosthern 
district of Saskatchewan. 

In 1925 the number of co-operators 
was increased to almost 100. It was 
the writer’s privilege to visit over one 
half of these men, and to study for him¬ 
self first hand the performance of the 
different sorts under all these condi¬ 
tions. In this way information of great 
value was obtained. In fact had it not 
been for these local tests Garnet would 
not have been attracting the attention 
it is now attracting. 

On the farm of ,1. II. Parker, Gilbert 
Plains, Man., Garnet was the only 
variety which escaped frost in 1924. 
Again in 1925 it was harvested and 
threshed before the bad weather of this 
past fall began. The fine quality of the 
wheat was another matter of much 
satisfaction to Mr. Parker, who lives in 
a district where Marquis wheat usually 
produces a rather high percentage of 
piebald or starchy kernels.

The yields obtained were verv credit 
able, being practically on a par with 
those obtained from Marquis in most 
cases. As a result we now have in 
storage from 10,000 to 12,000 bushels of 
Garnet. Should this variety be placed 
on the market this winter‘for further 
trial, as it is almost sure to be, the 
number of bushels that any one man 
may procure will be limited to an 
amount determined by the number of 
applications received. It is hoped it 
may be possible to let each applicant 
hn\e up to 10 bushels at least. The 
price set will be $3.00 per bushel, f.o.b. 
shipping point, sacks included. 

Summary 

In conclusion may I summarize the 
present status of Garnet wheat bv say 
ing that this wheat matures from seven 
to 10 days earlier than does Marquis, 
depending on the location, that it 
promises to be particularly valuable 
under dry conditions, if not sown too 
thickly (about one bushel per acre), as 
'Nell as under those conditions where an 
early maturing variety’ is especially 
desirable and that it seems to be 
entitled to be included among the good 
y ielding varieties under most conditions 
as well as among the varieties which 
rank as good “millers.” 

Those who are interested in this 
wheat are strongly advised to give it 
a proper trial on a relatively sir all 
scale at first, in order to determine 
definitely whether or not it is a better 
wheat to grow under their condition 
than is the wheat they’ are now gr 
ing. A good pure strain of Marquis or 
some other variety* may in many dis 
tricts still prove the most profitable b> 
grow, whereas in other districts Garn et 
may prove superior and of very great 
value. 
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Livestock Pools Join Hands 
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Agreement reached between Alberta Co-operative Livestock Growers 
and United Livestock Growers 


wm CHANGE in the organization of 
l\ United Livestock Growers Ltd., 
has now been completed, under 
X which this company and the 
Alberta Co-operative Livestock 
Producers Ltd., commonly known as 
the Alberta Livestock Pool, are co¬ 
ordinated. This arrangement received 
the unanimous approval of the share¬ 
holders’ delegates at the annual meet 
ing of United Grain Growers Ltd., and 
has been brought into effect accord¬ 
ingly, since that meeting. 

Up until now United Livestock 
Growers has been conducted by United 
Grain Growers, although for 18 months 
it has been carried on as a separate 
organization, the profits of which have 
been distributed on a co-operative 
patronage dividend basis. 

Under the new plan the Alberta or¬ 
ganization takes up a number of shares 
of stock in United Livestock Growers 
Ltd., and is entitled to a representa¬ 
tion of three on the board of directors, 
while the three remaining directors 
are nominated by United Grain Grow¬ 
ers Ltd. 

The plan of organization adopted 
looks to the organization in each west¬ 
ern province of a federation of li\ e 
stock shipping associations, which will 
take stock in and elect a proportion 
of the directors of United Livestock 
Growers Ltd. Until the shipping asso¬ 
ciations are ready to assume that re¬ 
sponsibility United Grain Growers 
will continue its financial assistance to 
the livestock organization. 

New Directorate 

The U.G.G. directors on the new 
hoard are: C. Rice-.Tones, of Winnipeg; 
F. J. Collyer, of Welwyn, Sask., and 
John Reid, of Orcadia, Sask. The 
representatives of the Alberta Co¬ 
operative Livestock Producers Ltd. 
are: II. N. Stearns, of Innisfree, Alta. 
A. McMillan, of Tees, and A. B. Clav 
pool, of Swalwell, Alta. Mr. Rice- 
Jones has been elected president and 
manager, and Mr. Claypool, vice- 
president. 

The new organization does not 
necessarily mean any change in the 
methods under which United Livestock 
Growers conduct their livestock busi¬ 
ness, nor in the handling of the cattle 
pool. It is expected to mean a con¬ 
siderable advance in co-operative ship¬ 
ping of livestock in Alberta, and an 
increased stimulus for the formation 
of co operative shipping associations. 

Paring the past year United Live¬ 
stock Growers handled a total of 
".fill cars of livestock on the yards at 
Winnipeg, Moose Jaw, Calgary and 
Fdmonton, and a co-operative patron¬ 
age dividend of $32,000 was dis¬ 
tributed among shippers to the cattle 
pool.

Contract Cattle Feeding 

Contract feeding of cattle, once a 
prevalent practice in Alberta, has all 
but died out. The Guide queried W. F. 
Stevens, one-time livestock commis¬ 
sioner for that province, and now 
secretary of the Alberta Cattle Pool, as 
to the reason for the discontinuance of 
the practice. Mr. Stevens’ letter 
follows: 

“Arthur L. Powne, of Big Valley, 
who was at one time quite an extensive 
feeder in the country east of Laeombe, 
tells me that the feeding of cattle has 
proved to be a money losing proposition 
with him, and he has been getting much 
better results from the feeding of hogs, 
and for that reason has devoted most 
of his attention to that branch of 
livestock production. 

“In the old days there were large 
areas of land that produced crops of 
excellent hay that could be mowed 
under favorable conditions every second 
year, or under conditions less favorable, 
every third or fourth year. This hay 
was obtainable on the payment of a 
small rental fee, plus the cost of putting 
up the hay, which at that time was 
estimated at about $3.00 per ton, in fact 
that was the contract price for doing 
this work. The amount of hay put up 
was, at that time, determined by 
measurement, allowing 512 cubic feet to 
the ton, after allowing four weeks for 
the hav to settle. The cattle in this 
condition were weighed to the party 
undertaking to feed them, and he was 
allowed usually, two cents per pound 
for every pound of gain that they had 
made. When being weighed back they 
were weighed either ‘off cars’ or if 
driven in ‘after from five to 10 hours 
shrinkage. ’ 

“As a rule the class of cattle that 
were given out during those days were 
bred along beef lines. This class of 
cattle are not nearly so plentiful ns 
they were in the old days. Neither is 
the kind of feed that was then used 
available at the present time, the land 
having been brought under cultivation 
either for grain growing or for mixed 
farming purposes. 

“Mr. Powne gives it as his opinion 
that in order to feed cattle on contract 
under present conditions, is to feed such 
hay as is available, together with grain 
and green feed, will require about 1,500 
pounds of grain and one and a half tons 
of hav per head. This would represent 
a feeding cost of from $25 to $30 per 
head. The gains made will depend very 
greatly upon the breeding and quality

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of the cattle, and the skill of the feeder. 
More skill in his opinion is required, in 
grain feeding than was the case in the 
old days of feeding hay only. 

“Another factor of importance is the 
quality and accessibility of water. In 
the old days, a great many of those who 
put out cattle to feed, had inspectors 
employed to examine the amount and 
quality of feed available, and the 
quality and accessibility of the water 
supply, running water Wing preferred 
to lakes and ponds, and three tons of 
hay for each animal to be fed. 

“Mr. I'ownt is of the opinion that in 
order for the farmer to realise anything 


for his labor and feed supply, he would 
need to put a gain of at least 150 
pounds on each animal, and he would 
require a margin of two and a half cents 
per pound for each pound of gain put 
on the animals.'* 


What is stated to be the largest single 
export cattle deal that has taken place 
in Western Canada this century was 
consummated when R. J. Speers, of 
Teulon. sold 700 head of Hereford ex¬ 
port steers to the Livestock Producers 
Company of Canada, for #72.534. The 
animals brought #103.60 per head. 


Saskatchewan’s Xmas Turkey 

The marketing of the turkey crop 
of Saskatchewan has now reached such 
proportions that it has become an im¬ 
portant event to the poultry raisers 
of the province and to the trade in 
both Eastern and Western Canada. 

A province that has a poultry popu¬ 
lation of 659,938 turkeys, 166.000 
geese, 315,000 ducks and nearly 8,000,- 
000 other fowl, and with an estimated 
value of poultry products exported 
from the province during 1924 of 
#3.147,195, has earned a place in the 
poultry world when such matters come 
up for consideration and discussion. 

Naturally, with such a widespread 
desire for the co-operative marketing 
of farm produce, Saskatchewan’s eggs 
and poultry are now finding a place 
in this category, and a great many 
poultry raisers in the province are 
anxious to establish, as soon as pos¬ 
sible, a marketing organization along 
such pooling lines as have been adopted 
by the Wheat Pool. During the past 
few months a campaign has been car¬ 
ried on to form a provincial poultry 
and egg pool on a contract basis, and 
we are now advised that during the 
next few weeks, when people’s 
thoughts turn naturally to poultry, 
and to the scarcity and high price of 
eggs, a special effort is to be made 
to secure sufficient contracts to estab¬ 
lish a pool by Christmas in order that 
an organization may be completed and 
in running order to handle next 
spring’s egg supply. 

The Department Assists 

In the meantime the Markets Branch 
of the Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture has been called upon to 
once more help the turkey raisers of 
the province in the marketing of their 
birds on strictly co-operative lines, 
and to this end the men who will be 
employed by the department for this 
work during the next two or three 
weeks received a “refresher” course 
under the supervision of Professor R. 
K. Baker, Poultry Division, College 
of Agriculture, Saskatoon, last Mon¬ 
day, at the Parliament Buildings, 
Regina. These men have now been 
despatched to the various points from 
which car lots of dressed turkeys will 
be shipped, and are giving demonstra¬ 
tions in killing and plucking in order 
that producers may put forth their 
very best efforts when the time ar¬ 
rives for them to deliver the dressed 
product to the graders, who will 
receive them at the local shipping 
point. 

The men to be employed on this 
work are: H. B. Boyd, B.S.A.; J. 
Reoch. B.S.A.; L. M. Ogilvie, B.S.A.: 
D. G. Fidlar, B.S.A.; H. L. Turner, 
S.G.G.A., Supar, and H. G. Sweet, 
Lloydminster. Each of the foregoing 
have been employed by the depart¬ 
ment for the past two or three years 
and are now quite at home at the job. 
A. S. Kyle, provincial poultry pro¬ 
moter, will have supervision of the 
graders in the field, and will keep in 
touch with the Markets Branch in 
order that complete information as to 
the number of birds available in each 
car, and information on grades and 
weights will be furnished in accurate 
detail for the purpose of offering the 
cars on the market. 

The points from which car lots of 
dressed turkeys will be shipped arc 
Aneroid. Conquest. Creel man, David¬ 
son. Kerrobert, Penzance, Imperial. 
Woodrow and Limerick. Owing to 
the fact that there is not a super¬ 
abundance of turkeys available th : s 
season, at least four of the afore-men¬ 
tioned points will have to double up 
in order to make up car lots. 

Special care will be taken in pack¬ 
ing and grading, refrigerator cars will 
be used, and such cars will be de¬ 
livered fully iced at the initial point 
of loading before being despatched. 

Dressed Poultry Shows 

It is also expected that the Markets 
Branch of the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture will assist in the mar¬ 
keting of the birds sent in for exhibi¬ 
tion at the Saskatoon and Regina 
Dressed Poultry Shows, and the plan 
suggested is that a co-operative car 
lot be made up between the two points 
for despatch to eastern markets where

G. H. Hoffman, of Maple Greek, Sask. 
president of the Saskatchewan Corn 
Growers Association, was in attend¬ 
ance and addressed the growers at a 
dinner at which the Alberta Provincial 
torn Growers’ Association was offici¬ 
ally launched, with Don Bark, of 
Brooks, as president, nnd James Mur¬ 
ray, of Medicine Hat, district ngricul- 
lural agent, as secretary. The 11126 
show will be held at Medicine Hat. 

Singularly enough, south-eastern 
Alberta, drought ridden, and by many 
considered hopeless for agriculture, 
swept the boards in most of the 
classes. This achievement on the part 
ot the growers of that section, notably 
Treece Brothers, of Purple Springs, in¬ 
spired the minister of agriculture, Hon. 
George lloadley, to emphasize the hope 
that lay in corn for the settlers in that 
area of limited rainfall. Like the 
classic example of Kansas, populated 
and depopulated three times, he be¬ 
lieved south-eastern Alberta would 
find in corn raising, sheep, cattle and 
hogs, a way out. 

The minister announced that the 
government had in mind the carrying 
out of a policy next year of acting 
with mortgage companies in making 
available large tracts of depopulated 
lands in the south-east, available for 
cattle and sheep and the production of 
corn, sweet clover and other suitable 
forage crops. 

The first definite attempt to grow 
corn in Alberta was made at Bindloss, 
away north of Medicine Hat. The 
settlers there were encouraged to try 
some corn by the government. Seed 
was supplied them. The Bindloss 
growers found the crop profitable. 
Along with successful growers in Car- 
mangay, Milk River, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat, Brooks and other sec¬ 
tions of the province, they were soon 
“sold” to the crop nnd exhibited at 
the Lethbridge show. In 1922, the 
corn acreage in Alberta was 15,000 
acres. This year it exceeded 70,000 
acres. Next year, experts predict, it 
will far exceed 100,000 acres. Most 
of the growers gather and dry their 
own seed, finding that this does best. 
Some have a surplus of seed to dispose 
of among their neighbors. 

Southern Alberta is proud of its 
record as a corn area, and it is quite 
the common thing to see fat.Tiers offer¬ 
ing car lots of corn fed pork Much 
of the corn is hogged off, growers find¬ 
ing the crop a real money-maker when 
it is turned into pork. Corn promises 
to go far in solving many of the prob¬ 
lems of southern Alberta, especially 
those regions that are in the arid belt 
and which have little immediate hope 
of getting irrigation.—C. F. S. 


Wheat or Rye? 

At this season of the year one be¬ 
gins to consider what crop should be 
planted next season. The question of 
substituting some other cash crop for 
wheat must be decided. Probably the 
best means of deciding this is to com¬ 
pare the yield and prices of the two 
crops according to T. J. Harrison, of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College. 

The following is the average yield 
per acre and price per bushel for 
wheat and rye as reported by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for Manitoba.

According to these figures wheat 
would seem to be the most profitable 
by $1.46 per acre. It must be under¬ 
stood, however, that rye is usually 
grown on land where wheat gives poor 
results. Also in some sections rust in 
wheat is so bad that rye might be 
more profitable. A few acres of win¬ 
ter rye is a good insurance against 
loss of crop.

$1,843,597, and the operating ratio 
was reduced from 70.38 per cent, in 
1024 to 68.18 in 1925. 

For the nine months the < anndian 
lines of the C.N.K. showed a decrease 
in gross revenues, but the lines in the 
Cnited States show increase in net 
revenues, the total net revenue for 
the system being $6,249,943 for the 
period. For the January to September 
period inclusive, the C.P.R. was able to 
show an increase in net revenue of 
$2,047,337 over the same period, ending 
September, 1924.

Removing Obstinate Screws 

/. IV. Dickerson suggests devices for removing 


rusted or broken screws 


O FTEN one of the troublesome 
jobs the household repair man 
strikes is that of removing a 
screw which has rusted fast or 
which has broken off, as the old 
screw may have to come out before the 
repair can be done properly. 

First is the case where the screw is 
iu good shape but is rusted fast so it 
cannot be turned with the screw-driver 
available. Set a square-ended punch or 
bolt on the screw head and give it a 
slight tap with a hammer. This may 
tend to drive the screw in deeper, but 
the important thing is to break or 
loosen the contact the screw heads have 
with the wood, as often when this is 
done the screw can be turned out easily. 
Use a short screw driver (D-547, Fig. 1) 
held in a brace, if available. If not, 
hold an ordinary screw-driver blade 
firmly in the screw slot (Fig. 2), push 
down hard, and at the same time turn 
the screw driver shank with a pair of 
pliers or a small wrench, so as to get 
better turning purchase. Sometimes 
turning the screw in slightly loosens it 
more quickly than trying to unscrew it 
at first. 

If the stuck screw is a machine screw 
in metal, the same general method 
should be followed, except that it is 


hand for just such emergencies as this. 

Many people try to remove screws 
with round heads or which project 
slightly by catching the heads with a 
pair of pliers and trying to turn them 
in that way, but my experience has 
been that this seldom, if ever, is suc¬ 
cessful and simply chews up the screw 
and makes the final removal that much 
more difficult. 

Where the head is broken off it is 
often difficult to remove the screw In¬ 
ordinary means. If it projects above 
the surface, it may be loosened by one 
of the methods described, then a slot 
cut with a hack-saw (Fig. 6) and un¬ 
screwed with a screwdriver. Or the 
projecting screw may possibly be 
grasped and turned with a pair of 
pliers. Or two sides may be filed flat 
and the screw caught with pliers or a 
small wrench. 

A screw broken off below the surface 
may sometimes be backed out by setting 
a small punch against a corner (Fig. 7) 
and tapping it with a light hammer in 
such a way as to turn it in the back¬ 
ward direction, but usually this cannot 
be depended on. The best way to re¬ 
move such a screw, either wood or 
machine type, is to make a centre with 
a centre punch, drill down a short dis- 
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best to soak the screw well with kero¬ 
sene or with some of the many rust-dis¬ 
solving compounds on the market. If 
this can be done several hours before 
trying to remove the screw, often this 
will be all that is required. Another 
plan, where other plans fail, is to hold 
a red hot rod Fig. 3) against the 
screw head until the screw and the sur¬ 
rounding metal is well heated, then 
place a cold screw driver against the 
screw head, and immediately trv to 
unscrew it. This also can be used on 
a stubborn wood screw if marring the 
woo l slightly is not objectionable. 

Where the screw head is intact but 
the slot is badly damaged often the 
slot can be made as good as new bv 
cutting it down a little deeper with a 
rack saw (Fig. 4 . after which the 
methods already given should be used. 
" hero not project enough 

to permit using a hack saw, the slot 
usually can be dressed out and cut 
deeper by breaking off a piece of hack- 
saw Ma e Fig. 5> a little shorter than 
the ength of the slot, then holding this 
with a pair of pliers or a clamp, and 
moving it back and forth like a saw 
Old hack saw blades should be kept on 


tance with a small drill (Fig. 8), ant 
then for^e it lightly the proper sizi 
of an Ezyout tool. This is a taperec 
hardened tool with a left-hand twist 
and fits into a brace or drill chuck. As 
the brace is turned backwards, the left 
hand twist crowds the tapered too 
tighter into the drilled hole and usually 
the screw can be turned out easily 
If such a tool is not available, a three 
cornered file or other hardened tool .cat 
sometimes be forced into the drilled 
hole (Fig. 9) and then turned with a 
wrench or pair of pliers. 

Everyone who does much repair work 
should have two or three short, stifl 
screw drivers which fit into a brace, 
since the combination allows of put- 
ting heavy pressure on the screwdriver, 
while at the same time it is short and 
stiff enough to stand the heavy lever¬ 
age exerted hv the bra.ee. Another ex¬ 
cellent type is the short, stiff s tow- 
driver with a handle which can be 
turned crossways when desired so as to 
gi'e better leverage in turning. This 
type is sometimes called the hammer 
screw-driver because the smooth end 
ot the handle can be used as a light 
1 a miner wheu turned crossways.

Registered Poultry 

Canada leads the World by instituting firs! system of registering poultry — 
Performance made the basis of excellence By /). C. Foster 


A new dopa ituro in poultry-keep¬ 
ing, that of poultry registration, 
has been undertaken in Canada. 
This activity is conducted by 
the various egg-laying contests 
in each province of the Dominion as 
a part of the work of the experimental 
farm system, and under the direct 
supervision of the Dominion Poultry 
Husbandman, F. C. Elford. Birds 
qualifying for registration are re¬ 
corded by the Canadian National Live¬ 
stock Records, which organization is 
also responsible for the registration of 
horses, cattle, etc. 

It is four years since the first females 
in Canada were registered, and its 
growth from that time has been 
gradual and constant. The first year 
of registration there were 59 breeders, 
the majority being in Ontario. During 
the second year the number had in¬ 
creased to 126 breeders, and in 1924 
there were 268, with 1,420 birds regis¬ 
tered, throughout the various prov¬ 
inces. Of this number 186 birds are 
in Alberta, 81 in Saskatchewan, and 
78 in Manitoba. 

At present there are 18 egg-laying 
contests, of which 12 are provincial, 
supplying the demands of that particu¬ 
lar province in which they are located. 
The other contest, held at Ottawa, is 
international in scope, and is known 
as the “ Canadian.’’ These contests 
are operated for the purpose of fur¬ 
thering registration, with the object 
of improving the breeding stock, and 
as they are conducted on an official 
basis, the records can bo relied upon 
by the public. 

Development of Registration 

In the fall of 1922, all contest birds 
which were free from standard dis¬ 
qualifications, and had laid 200 eggs 
or more, weighing at least 24 ounces 
to the dozen, were registered. As a 
means of identification, they were 
banded with a government stamped 
and numbered wing label in tho right 
wing. Each bird was assigned a defin¬ 
ite number, and a record of this num¬ 
ber was kept at Ottawa. 

In 1923 this method was changed, 
and the wing labels were replaced by 
tattoo marks, stamped in the wings. 
This is still in vogue, and seems to bo 
giving good satisfaction, as it is easy 
to apply and is a permanent mark, 
Each breeder is given a series of letters 
which are his own particular marks, 
and are used only on his birds. These 
marks correspond to our branding sys¬ 
tem. For instance, H. R. might be as¬ 
signed, which is tattoed in tho right 
wing of the qualified bird. 

On the other wing a letter is placed, 
representing the contest year; e.g., the 
letter “A” standing for the year 
1923. The bird is also given a number 
which is placed beside the letter, as, 
“1A,” or “2A,” depending on the 
number of birds in the pen which 
qualified. So that a registered bird 
in 1923 would be identified as follows: 
II. R. right wing, “1A” left wing, and 
she would also carry a leg-band on each 
leg, bearing the letters A.L.C., D.88, 
R., if in the Alberta contest, which 
means Alberta Laying Contest, Hen 
No. 8, Pen No. 8. The letter indicates 
the contest year. 

A registration certificate is issued 
for each registered bird similar to the 
registration papers for horses, cattle, 
sheep or swine, and contains the in¬ 
formation which has been given above 
together with the number of eggs laid 
by the hen, and the date that she was 
hatched. The breeder and owner of 
the bird is also on this certificate. 

Registered Cockerels 

Alberta is the only one of the three 
prairie provinces that will have cock¬ 
erels qualifying for registration this 
fall, of which there will be a limited 
number at the Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge. These cockerels are the 
result of three years’ careful breeding 
and selection. In the spring of 1923, 
those females which qualified the pre¬ 
vious year were mated to an approved 


male which was passed by a govern 
ment inspector. Pullets from these 
matings were entered in the 192:1 1924 
contest, and those birds which quali 
tied in the contest were mated to a 
government approved male in the 
spring of 1925, and the cockerels from 
these will be eligible for registration, 
providing they pass tho necessary in 
spection. Pullets from these matings 
must enter a contest this fall and per 
form as their mothers have done, before 
being eligible for registration. 

At all times the standards have been 
kept high, which is only proper when 
one considers that Panada is taking 
the lead in this work, and her reputa¬ 
tion for the breeding of good poultry 
must be maintained. 

A great deal of importance has been 
attached to egg weights. To illustrate 
this point more clearly: if a bird lays 
260 eggs in a contest, she will not 
register unless her eggs average 24 
ounces to the dozen, or over, while 
if they only averaged 23.5 ounces, she 
would not qualify. She must be true 
to type, free from disqualifications; 
reasonably well marked, and a well 
developed bird. 

Methods in Registration Work 

In the spring of tho year the regis 
tered hens are mated to a male which 
has been passed by the inspector, and 
banded with government leg-bands, of 
which a record is kept. The breeder 
must provide trap-nests and trap the 
females during tho breeding season. 
Each egg is marked with the bird’s 
number, and a record kept of all eggs 
laid. Those aro hatched either in an 
incubator or under a hen. On the 
eighteenth day they are put in separ 
ate egg trays or muslin sacks. When 
the chicks hatch they are leg banded 
with numbered bands provided bv the 
government. 

At three weeks of age this band is 
transferred to the right wing. A smnll 
insertion is made in the web of the 
wing, and then the band is securely 
sealed. As all bands are numbered in 
consecutive order, an accurate record 
can be kept of all the chicks from the 
registered birds. When tho pullets are 
sufficiently matured in the fall, they 
are inspected, and if satisfactory, are 
wing labelled and are eligible to enter 
a contest, while the cockerels which 
are eligible for registration will be 
marked similar to tho registered hens. 

All information concerning tho 
chicks is kept on an incubation sheet, 
a separate one being nlloted to each 
hen, giving flock name, total number 
of eggs laid, the number set, the mini 
ber of chicks hatched, infertiles, dead 
germs, date of hatching of each chick, 
and leg band number. Space is also 
provided for wing label numbers and 
sex of the chicks. It will be seen from 
these records that accurate data is 
kept, and in this way the ability of 
the hen ns n good reproducer is 
determined. 

Registered Males for 1927 

Since its inception, approved males 
have been used in breeding work, ns 
there were no registered male birds, 
but by 1927 there should he enough 
registered males available to breed to 
all registered hens. This point should 
be carefully borne in mind by those 
who are breeders of registered stock, 
so that they can secure a registered 
male in time. 

The question hns come up ns to the 
value of registration, which will de¬ 
pend entirely upon the breeders and 
those who secure birds possessing such 
qualifications. Tf, as a result of using 
either a registered male or one carry¬ 
ing practically the same blood line 
but not registered, to head a flock, pro¬ 
duction can be increased from 20 to 
30 eggs per bird a year, then registra¬ 
tion has accomplished what it set out 
to do. It has reached its goal. Those

H UMAN nature is much the same 
the world over. I am quite 
certain that that observation 
has been made many times be¬ 
fore bv much wiser people, but 
it has struck me with a new force re- 
centlv.

The friend with 
whom I spent the glorious days of 
freedom—a farm-woman born and bred 
—looked up at me as I climbed into 
the train, and remarked disconsolately: 
‘You lucky, lucky soul! What wouldn’t 
I give to be going back to civilization 
with you, for good and all. When T 
think of the fullness and the variety 
of your life in town I could weep with 
envy. And here I am, tied to the farm 
till the end of my days, I suppose. ’

faces were both so mournful that we 
could not but realize how ludicrous the 
situation was, and break into smiles 
over it. 

“‘It does seem absurd that we 
should be pining to change places, and 
that neither can appreciate the very 
things the other envies her,’ I 
observed.

Future for Cantaloupes 

On Mnv 2, 1S>24, 1 received wator 
melon ami cantaloupe seed from The 
(iuide to test out. The first season, 
1024, was unsuccessful. 1 followed the 
growing system outlined by \V. It. 
Leslie, superintendent, Experimental 
Farm, Mordeu, but I am sure it is not 
tin* system for our locality. The method 
l tried ami had success with was plant 
ithe seed in individual tins in the 
house about the test >\eek in April. 
Then when all danger of frost had 
passed week tn Juno) splitting 

the tin and taking out the plant and 
earth without disturbing the roots and 
setting in the garden prepared for them. 
This yvas the method 1 used this year, 
but l yvill have to try it out again 
next season before l van say for sure 
if it xxtll siieeeed. 

I did not have any success with the 
watermelons. They are very slow 
growing and too tender being killed by 
frost on August 'Jo. which didn't touch 
the cantaloupe growing beside them. 

Of the three xarioties of cantaloupes. 
Miller’s Oream, Extra Early Osage and 
Early Knight, all were very good, early 
and of excellent flavor, six* of fruit 
being about six to eight inches long by 
tour inches in diameter, ami ready to 
out by September ll. We had J1 
cantaloupes front four vines. 

1 also grew some Hackensack musk 
melons which did very well and were 
heavy fruiters 

Roth watermelons (which were a 
failure) ami cantaloupes were sot out 
in garden June S and fruit was re.; It 
to i ut September 11. 

Ni \' rent 1 hope tv' have better auc 
I-- ss Hush fruits and strawberries do 
\crv well here, ami l believe apples and 
plums w li in time, as 1 am sure the 
climate is gradually changing.—A. J. 
Blackwell, l.loy dminster. Sask.

Co-op. Buffalo Elevator 

The “Co-op's” 1,100,000 bushel ter¬ 
minal transfer elevator at Buffalo, 
N.Y., was officially opened Wednesday 
afternoon, December 2. The steamer. 
“A. D. MacBeth” loaded with grain 
from Port Arthur, started unloading 
operations early in the afternoon and 
the mechanism of the elewator proved 
perfect. Among those present at open¬ 
ing ceremonies were: Hon. J. A. Maliarg, 
president of the Saskatchewan Co¬ 
operative Elevator Company, Limited. 

As the huge plant went into operation 
the Canadian and American flags were 
raised. The “Co-op.” is the first 
Canadian grain-handling organization to 
enter into the physical handling of 
grain on the other side of the Inter¬ 
national border. The bringing into 
operation of the Buffalo terminal 
elevator completes the company’s link 
of grain-handling facilities which now 
provides the Saskatchewan farmer with 
a complete grain-handling organization 
from the Saskatchewan farm to the 
overseas market, owned and controlled 
by the agriculturists of this province. 

The site, purchased from the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, being the 
most southerly portion of this com¬ 
pany's water lot holdings, it adjoint 
the extensive freight and storage track¬ 
age and yards of this railway, who have 
also provided ample and additional 
storage and switching trackage for the 
elevator, sufficient to not only handle 
present business, but to take care of 
considerable future extensions. The 
company's property has a frontage ol 
400 feet and extends out into the lake 
sonic 1,400 feet to the harbor line, h 
all approximately El acres, givinj 
sufficient area for ultimate addition! 
to the present plant up to 4 , 000,001 
bushels capacity.
